Seven European States 
Reported As Helping 
Against Red Invaders 


LONDON, ‘\P’—Material resources 
are flowing to Finland from coun- 


tries all over Europe to aid her in| 


her fight against Russia, it was re- 
ported in well-informed quarters 
today. 

Arms and munitions have been 
sent or are being sent to Finland 
from Great Britain, Italy, Germany; 
Jugoslovia, Hungary and Sweden, it 
was asserted. and France is expect- 
ed to start sending them soon. 

The News Chronicle said that 
Germany had sent supplies and mu- 
nitions to Finland up to the out- 
break of the war and that thereaf- 
ter German authorities apparently 
tacitly permitted the passage of 


{arms to Finland from neutral coun- 


tries. 

It was suggested that Italian 
planes had landed in Germany to 
refuel on their way to Finland.
